The drawings are objected to because of the following: 
The specification appears to state that raising the inner cylinder (5) with the sealing ring 
(6) closed and the plug open, allows water to flow from the second tank (3) to the 
cylinder sleeve (4); and lowering the inner cylinder with the plug closed and the seal 
open allows water to flow inside the guide stems (1 1,12). If this is how it works, then 
the guide stems must be drawn at least as high as the pipe so that the water reaches 
the pipe.

The specification is generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with 
current U.S. practice. It appears to be a literal translation into English from a foreign 
document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: it is 
understandable how the cylinder (5) forms a pumping chamber with the cylinder sleeve 
(4, fig 1). It is not understandable how another cylinder (32) can pump fluid in an open 
cylinder (5, fig 2); since the other cylinder appears to be stationary and the open 
cylinder is all that moves. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, 
manufacture, or composition of matter, or any new and useful improvement 
thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and requirements 
of this title. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention lacks 
patentable utility. The invention is a machine that generally raises water from a first tank (1) 
to a level of a pipe (28), by an electric motor (16), so that the water flows down the pipe, 
driving a turbine (27) which drives a generator. After the water leaves the turbine, it flows 
into a second tank (3), where it is allowed to flow back into the first tank, when the valve 
(10) is opened (after the first tank is emptied). The specification states that the invention is 
"a machine specifically developed for production of electricity" (page 1 line 4-6). 
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Conservation of energy teaches that the amount of energy needed to raise the 
water to the pipe is at least equal to the amount of energy delivered to the turbine by the 
water flowing to the second tank. All of the energy produced by the turbine (and 
generator) is needed by the electric motor and therefore, there is no production of energy. 

Furthermore, since all of the mechanisms have at least some friction, there is a 
net energy loss due to the friction, so that it takes electricity to run this system, rather 
than producing excess electricity. For all of the above reasons, the invention is 
inoperative and therefore lacks utility. 

Claim Rejections ■ 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. The specification does 
not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most 
nearly connected, to make and use the invention commensurate in scope with these 
claims; since it does not produce electricity, which is its stated purpose (see 101 
rejection above). 

The claim is generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current U.S. 
practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign document 
and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. Claim 1 should be one sentence 
only, has misspellings (e.g. "in the director of line marked 10-11), and has little 
organization, making it hard to understand what is being claimed. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. § 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a 
foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year 
prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 1, inasmuch as it is understood, is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as 
being clearly anticipated by either Kenderi or German 4,404,803. Kenderi discloses a 
hydraulic machine comprising a "cylinder " (9) in a "tank" (8) moving up and down to 
raise a liquid level (in 13), to cause liquid to fall on a turbine rotor (20), to a recovery box 
(19); with a pipe (23) opening into the tank to recover liquid from the recovery box. 

German 4,404,803 discloses a hydraulic machine comprising a "cylinder " (6) in a 
"tank" moving up and down to raise a liquid level (in 14), to cause liquid to fall on a 
turbine rotor (16), to a recovery box (23); with a pipe (20) opening into the tank to 
recover liquid from the recovery box.
